Remarks : 

Reconsideration of the application is requested. 

In response to the January 26, 2004, Notice of Non-Compliant 
Amendment, this Supplemental Amendment replaces the amendment 
mailed on January 9, 2004. The only difference between this 
paper and the January 9 th paper is that the canceled claims now 
appear in the list of claims above and that typographical 
errors associated with the cancellation of claim 5 have been 
corrected. 

Claims 7, 13 to-15, 23 to 25, 28, 30, 31, 33, 34, 37, 43, 45 
to 58, 69 to 74, 77, 78, 80 to 83, and 85 to 89 remain in the 
application. Claims 31, 33, 34, and 80 have been amended. 
Claims 32 and 35 have been canceled. Claims 1 to 6, 8 to 12 , 
16 to 22, 26, 27, 29, 36, 38 to 42, 44, 59 to 68, 75, 76, 79, 
84, and 90 to 95 were canceled in previous amendments. 

On page 1 of the above-identified Office action, the Examiner 
indicated that claims 7, 13 to 15, 23 to 25, 28, 30, 32, 33, 
35, 37, 43, 45 to 58, 69 to 74, 77, 78, 80 to 83, and 85 to 89 
are allowed. These claims remain unchanged except as set 
forth below. 
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The features of original claim 3 2 have been incorporated into 
claim 31. 

The features of original claim 31 have been incorporated into 
claim 33 and the features of original claim 3 5 have been 
incorporated into claim 34. Thus, the rejections of claims 31 
and 34 are now moot. 

The features of original claims 79 and 90 have been 
incorporated into claim 80. 

No new matter has been added. 

In view of the foregoing, reconsideration and allowance of 

claims 7, 13 to 15, 23 to 25, 28, 30, 31, 33, 34, 37, 43, 45 

to 58, 69 to 74, 77, 78, 80 to 83, and 85 to 89 are solicited. 

In the event the Examiner should still find any of the claims 
to be unpatentable, counsel would appreciate receiving a 
telephone call so that, if possible, patentable language can 
be worked out .
